I saw it stated In the Gazette, of some 
weeks ago, that a bill (or the restoration of 
the death penalty, lo Wisconsin, was voted 
down in the legislative body. I had not 
then heard of the introduction of such a 
bill, and have neither heard or seen any­ 
thing on the subject since, except this brief 
mention of its defeat. I am not aware that 
the question of repealing our existing law 


pending the election of members last iall; 
and why so grave n measure as the restor­ 
ation of the gallows should be brought for­ 
ward in this almost secret manner, is some­ 
thing about which an intelligent public has 
the fullest right to know. I have not seen

I suppose, however, that the bill in ques­ 
tion is No. 181, Senate Journal, page 212, 
introduced by Senator Wing, entitled, "A 
bill to amend Section 2 of chapter 164, of 
the revised statutes entitled of offences 
against the lives and persons of individu­ 
als" Ii was referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary, Senator Wing, chairman.

ITraths WeH Spoken on Sheep Raising. 
Col. Polk, la bis lait report of the doings 
of the agricultural department of North 
Carolina, makes the following remarks 
which are similar to those beld by ninety- 
Bine out of every hundred farmers of the 
country : 
The prominence and importance award­ 
ed to this interest {sheep] by the framers 
of our present constitution was very prop­ 
erly and wisely conceived. 
But all our 
efforts to foster and encourage this industry 
must be comparatively futile in the ab­ 
sence of laws to protect those who would 
engage in it. With the view of making 
faithful exposition of the enormity of 
nuisaDceinow so quietly tolerated by the 
people, I sought to show on the blanks I 
issued for farm statistics, the number ot 
sheep and dogs in each county, and the 
number of sheep destroyed during the past 
year by dogs. 
As before stated returns 
were only partially made 
by n 
few 
counties, yet in one county (and this may 
bs regarded as a fair illustration) where 
tbev report forty schools, the cost to the 
psople| of keeping the dogs reported, and 
the losses sustained by their ravages, would 
keep forty children in each of tho§e schools 
for twelve months, or supply about seven 
thousand men with bread for one year. 
Under our laws sheep are recognized and 
taxed as property, and could be made to 
contribute largely to the wealth and pros­ 
perity of our people. Dogs are also recog­ 
nized and protected by oar laws as prop­ 
erty, but are not taxed, and so far from 
adding to the wealth and prosperity of the 
State, a truthful and faithful exhibit would 
show that they detract from it millions an­ 
nually. Again, I repeat, it is alcqpst need­ 
less to expend either time or money to 
bnild up this important interest antu we 
can have better and more effective laws ror 
its protection. 


escape it; it is, in other words, a most use­ 
ful kind of cheap drain. 
Theoretically alone, it is not safe to 
base calculations of profit on deep plow­ 
ing. Practical experiments are too val- 
nabls in results to be left out of your cal­ 
culations. 
Experiments have demonstrated on a 
fmai i field that fifteen-inch plowing in­ 
creased the crops over eight-inch plowing 
—of turnips six tons, of barly seven bosh* 
els, and of patatoes nearly a ton. In 
superficial plowing the plant elements 
are soon exhausted by annual croppings ; 
and unless these elements be freqnent- 
ly returned to this thinly cultivated soil, 
remunerative crops cannot long be real­ 
ized. 
The advocates of superficial plowing of­ 
ten deny that the 6oil has been mannred, 
yet it is found that it it let to rest in grass 
for a number of (years, and grazed at that 
so that in fact the droppings of stock and 
the thick carpet or a mat of grass roots do 
actually and richly manure the fields where 
these are turned under by the plow, how­ 
ever superficially plowed. 
We must sow 
if we would reap. 


Ashes as Cattle Feed. 
The Maine Farmer says: 
One of our 
substantial subscribers, in a recent conver­ 
sation, gave bis experience in treating neat 
stock affected with the habit of eating 
wood, chewing bones, etc. His cattle were 
one spring affected In this way: They be. 
came thin In llesb, reload to eat bay, and 
presented a sickly appearance. Ile put 
about tour bushels of leached ashes in his 
barnyard, and threw out to them about a 
shovelful each day. They all ate it with 
evident relish. Alter turning them out to 
pasture he put one peck of dry ashes per 
week on the ground in the pasture. They 
ate it all up and goawed off the grass where 
It had been lying. The cattle began to 
improve, gaining flesh and looking better 
than they bad for several years. He now 
gives one quart of ashes, mixed with the 
same quantity of salt, to twelve head of 
cattle, about once a week. and finds it to 
agree with them wonderfully. 


How to Break a Bottle Scientifically. 
To break a glass bottle or jar across its 
circumference: 
Place the bottle in a ves­ 
sel of water to the height where it is de­ 
signed to break it; also fill the bottle to 
the same level. 
Now pour coal oil inside 
and out on the water ; cut a ring ol paper 
fitting the bottle. {Saturate with alcohol or 
benzine, so that it touches the oil. Pour 
also, some ms.de the bottle. 
Set on fire; 
the cold water prevents the glass from 
heating below its surface, while the expan­ 
sion caused by the heat will break the ves­ 
sel on the water line.

Why is it that our young men can not un­ 
derstand this instead of rushing to the 
cities after clerkships, agencies, specula­ 
tion and ruin ? We know a successful aud 
practical farmer near us who will tell you 
that he keeps his boys at home contented 
and happy by building ap a pleasant home 
and surrounding it with beauty, and tar­ 
nishing bis boys with good horses and car­ 
nages, and with a reasonable amount of 
spending money, and teaching as men and 
sons, and thereby keeping them interested 
in his and their business, showing his con­ 
fidence in them by trusting them to do 
business under his supervision. 
We wish 
there were more such families.''

But when toe soil 
is deep and the sub-soil compact and holds 
water to the detriment of the crops grown, 
and where a ehallow aoli dries ap in hot 
weather, deep plowing is undoubtedly a 
highly beneficial process. 
Deep plowing acts beneficially in dry 
soils as in wet soil*, where it is at all ad- i 
miscible.

AN ACT to provide for the election of two asso­ 
ciate Justices of the supremo court of the blate 
of Wisconsin. 
Whereas The legislature of this State, at Hie an-* 
nual see aion for the year 1816, proposed and 
adopted, by a vote ol a majority ol the members 
elected to each ut me two Uuuses.an amend­ 
ment to the constitution of this biali., in the 
fallowing language: 
*• Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly concurr 
ing: Taal section 4 of article VII ut itiecun- 
stliuiion he amended so as to read: bec Ion 4. 
The supreme court shall consist of one chief 
justice and lour associate justices, to be elect­ 
ed by the qualified electors ol the state. The 
legislature shall, at its first session after the 
adoption of this amendment, provide by law for 
the election of two associate justices of said 
court, to bold their offices respectively for terms 
ending two and lour years respectively, alter tne 
end ol the term ol the justices of th# said court 
then last to expire. And therealie: the chief 
justices and the associate justices of said court 
shall be elected and hold their offices respec- 
iively for tho term of ten years;" aud 
W hereas, The foregoieg propose amendment to 
the constitution ot the blate was duly ratified 
and agreed to by the legislate ol 1877, and duly 
submitted lo the people of lite blate of Wiscon 
sin for approval and ratification, at tho general 
election held in said btaie, .November, I*-??, and 
was by a majority of the electors of said Mate 
voting thereon at said election, approved and

The ballot to be used or cast at such 
election for associate justice-* may De written or 
printed, and shall contain the names cl two per­ 
sons legally qualified to hold judicia office in this 
State. Over the name of the first person on such 
ballot shall be written or printed the words: "For 
associate justice ol the supreme court for the 
term ending on the first Monday of January, 
1888." Over the name of the eecond person on 
said ballot the words, written or primed: “ For 
assot late justice of the supreme court tor He 
term ending on the first Monday of January, 
1880." bald ballots fur associate justices shall 
be cast In a separate box, to be provided al each 
election precinct tor that purpose. 
Section 3. The persons duly elected at such 
election may quality a* soon as the result of such 
election is officially declared, and shall enter up­ 
on the discharge of the duties ot their respective 
offices upon their election and qualification, pur­ 
suant to law. The secretary ut state shall give 
the substance of the preamble of this act, togeth­ 
er with the act itself, in the notice of said judicial 
election, such notice to be given In the same way 
and manner as now provided by law for notice of 
election of judges of the supreme court. 

The votes caet lur said J usticrs shall 
be counted and icturued by the inspectors of the 
election In all respects ae votes for bisie officers 
are counted and returned, and the officers in 
counties now designated bylaw to canvass the 
returns of votes for btate oncers shall canvass 
the returns in their respective counties on suid 
election, and certify ana return the result lo ;hc 
btate canvassers, at the same time aud p.ac«.s.

Early Sowiig of Grain. 


E ds. C ountry G en tlem a n.—I believe I 
have urged this matter before, but it will 
bear repetition ss long its new men enter 
the business of cultivating the soil. When 
I was somewhat younger, all plowing was 
done in the spring, constquently sowing 
was necessarily late on some farms, but for 
many years all our heavy lands are plowed 
in the fall, and wide-awake farmers sow as 
soon as the frost is out cf the ground. Late 
sowed gram almost invariably rusts if on 
low land, and blights more or less on high 
lands. Of course this is not always the 
case, bat is so generally. Oats and spring 
wheat both require cool moist soil and air 
when filling, to produce maximum yields. 
This no one will deny. Both will eodnre 
almost any amount ol cold and wet when 
first sown without injury; and if by early 
sowing we can grow the crop before the 
hot drouths or hot muggy weather of dog 
days comes, we can be reasonably sure of 
good crops. I have had the reputation ot 
growing much better crops of wheat, and 
especially oats, than my neighbors, and it 
is owing in nearly every instance to sow­ 
ing a week or ten days sooner. If land is 
fall plowed as soon as the frost is out suf­ 
ficiently to harrow, and the ground dry 
enough to walk over without loading the 
feet, sow the grain even though it snow 
the next day. I have sowed and then used 
sleighs a week afterwards. Now (March 
lith) the land is fast drying and I expect, 
by»lhe 15, to sow wheat, oats, and seed 
down with clover and timothy. It will be 
colder, perhaps snow by and by, still I thall 
flow my grain if I can. 
For potatoes, the same rule was applied 
in the past, but since the bugs have come, 
some are disposed to plant later and escape 
ooc crop of bugs. Corn is a crop wnich re­ 
quires a condition of things the reveroe ut 
oats and wheat. In the first place ll will 
not germinate until the soil is thoroughly 
drained of cold snow water, and has arrived 
to a certain degree of warmth, well known 
to all experienced farmers. 
When grow­ 
ing, it needs and man hare hot weather; 
the hotter the better, if a proportionate 
amount of moisture is present. Conse­ 
quently we ought to take advantage of the 
season as far aa possible, in putting in our 
crops. I never hurry corn planting before 
June 5th, and have raised as good corn as I 
ever grew, planted June 13th. One year I 
suffered a partial loss, but as a rule, I do 
not plant btiore J une. My corn gets ripe 
as soon as anybody's; it grows quicker and 
ie less troubled with weeds, it plowed late, 
a good sward, well manured, being turned 
under, and planted immediately.

Betting Milk for Cream. 
An exchange remarks: “It is not lo be 
wondered at that the average dairymen is 
puzzled to kuow what to do for the best. 
Prof. Wilkinson tells him plainly that 
nothing but shallow pans and subearth 
ducts will do; while Prof. Hardin is 
equally certain deep pans (twenty inches) 
sunk to the rim in water, at a temperature 
ol 50 degrees, alone insure the largest yield 
of the best quality of butter; and now 
both of these are overtopped by the new 
Cooley system, which proposes to inclose 
the oUlk in a deep, narrow can with a 
water-tight lid, sink it under water, which 
is carefully kept at a low temperature by 
the use of ice. Our own experiments salts* 
fy us that both extremes are right provid­ 
ed certain rules are observed. At a tem­ 
perature above 69 degrees deep cans will 
not do; Urn milk will usually sour before 
the cream reaches the surface. When this 
temperature is unavoidable, s&aliow and 
broad pans will give the best results. 
When cold water Is abundant and the 
means of keeping it at 50 degrees or lower 
are at hand, it will be found that cans 
twenty inches deep and eight or nine in 
diameter will save much labor, and at the 
same time make quite as much and better 
butter. —/fumet of Ctonitfry
